Where’s the Floppy? 

Programs that Enhance the CoCo’s Functionality

I would like to highlight several different programs that 
enhance the functionality of the CoCo without the use of a 
floppy disk drive. These programs include VCC (Virtual 
Color Computer), NitrOS9, DriveWre 3, ToolShed 
(particularly their DSK File Utility), and HiColor. I shall be an 
exhibitor at the ‘1 9th Annual "Last" Chicago CoCoFESTI’ 
and hope to set up a Tandy Color Computer running 
DriveWire on the table in older to demonstrate these 
programs to anyone interested in taking over the console 
and giving it a try. I cannot offer much advice on NitrOS9. If 
I upgrade my FiAM to 512kB before the Fest, then I will also 
try to bring up Multi-Vue. I am not selling any of these 
products; in fact, they are all free. I just want to offer anyone 
a chance to try any of these products. 

VCC (Virtual Color Computer)

Virtual Color Computer (VCC) is a Microsoft Windows 
application that emulates Tandy Color Computer 3 
hardware and simulates Tandy Color Computer 3 software. 
It emulates a Motorola MC6809 or a Hitachi HD6309. It also 
emulates video, sound circuits, and Real-Time Clocks 
(RTC). It lets you choose a ROM. It runs Disk Extended 
Color BASIC. The DOS command works in order to allow 
you to boot a *.DSK file representing a NitrOS9 80-track 
floppy. VCC can run programs at 100X speeds. The 
software is free and well worth your time to check it out.

DriveWire 3

DriveWire 3 isavailable from Cloud-9. DriveWire 3 uses the 
standard bit-banged serial port of the Tandy Color 
Computer in order to communicate with a serial port on an 
Apple Mac or a Microsoft Windows computer. The Apple 
Mac or Microsoft Windows computer then acts as a DSK 
drive server (MacServer and WinServer) for the Tandy 
Color Computer. The DriveWre system also has additional 
ports for transferring isolated data. For example, NitrOS9 
can use one of the ports in order to make a Real-Time 
Clock (RTC) by requesting the time from the MacServer or 
the WinServer. In addition, NitrOS9 can use a port to direct 
printer output to the MacServer or WinServer. Additional 
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ports are available for your own ideas. Expect to find an FTP, 
CoCo App Store, or other means to share DSK files. 




ToolShed 

Website: http://sourceforge.net/prpjects/toolshed/ 

ToolShed offers access to the DSK file format (a virtual 
floppy disk, or even an array of floppy disks). The DSK file 
can hold multiple files, just like a floppy disk. It simulates the 
granules, sectors, file allocation table, etc. You can copy files 
to or from the DSK. You can list and delete files, and view 
directories. It will work with either 0S9 or Disk Extended 
Color Basic (decb) files. ToolShed gives a Linux, MAX OS X, 
or MS-DOS oommand-line-interface set of utilities for working 
with DSK files. 

You can use ToolShed to print your Disk Extended Color 
BASIC (decb) programs. ToolShed will even translate 
tokenized BASIC and then provide a printout on the 
command-line-interface standard output. You can use this 
feature with a file saved to a DriveWire DSK file to add printer 
output for any kind of printer your Linux, Mac OS X, or 
Microsoft Windows can support. You can place the text in an 
e-mail, or you can edit the program on a non-Tandy Color 
Computer. When you are done editing, you can copy the file 
back into a DSK file. 

0S9 commands are: attr, cmp, copy, dchech, del, deldir, dir, 
dsave, dump, format, free, fstat, gen, id, ident, list, makdir, 
modbust, padrom, and rename. 


DECB commands are: attr, copy, dir, dskini, free, kill, list, 
and rename. 

Other commands: rma, rlink, rdump, mamou, and ar2. 

0S9 examples:

HiColor

HiColor is a program by Sock Master, a.k.a. John 
Kowalski. HiColor can read 256-color 320x200 BMP files 
or 4096-color Rascan/Digiscan IMG files, then create a 
machine-code-executable FILENAME.BIN file that will 
drive the video chip in a dynamic way. This will cause the 
video circuits to display (orappearto display) more colors 
than what is normally displayed through static settings in 
the video chip. Part of the secret of how it works may have 
to do with the way the human optic nerves and brain 
process the rapidly-alternating screens. The software can 
create as many as four screens, each with a different color 
scheme, that alternate rapidly in oiderto create new colors 
by mixing colors from the four screens together. 

A slide show can be piesented in HiColor fashion on the 
Tandy Color Computer. Each 2-screen-image BIN file 
takes 30 granules. At that rate, you can get two slides per 
floppy. Since DriveWre can support 256 floppies per DSK 
file, you can put together a good number of slides on one 
DSK file, and you can show your presentation without the 
need of swapping actual floppies in and out of the drive. I 
wrote a Disk Extended Color BASIC program for the 
Tandy Color Computer 3 that can be easily tailored to 
make a slide show. I will gladly e-mail the DSK files upon 
request. I have heard of programs by the names of 
Projector-2 and Projector-3 that run under NitrOS9 that 
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may offer similar results. Projector-3 apparently requires a 
Hitachi HD6309 microprocessor. I have not found a link to 
the Projector software.
